The Emergency 
Should Not Be 'Used' 


The defense emergency is a,nation- 


al crisis. It is a national effort in 
which every man, woman, and child 
in the country has an interest. Our 
collective future'hangs on its success. 


We do not know in exactly what 


way the military power we are build- 
ing is going lo be used. We know that 
the world being what it is today, a 
nation like our own must have such 
power to be safe. 


The building of military power on 


a national scale of this kind is a 
national effort. It can be no less. 


What does thai mean? II means 


that it is a collective 
effort, 
an 


effort of all the people together for 
a common end. Since it is thai, it 
lollows that no one, and no group 
of people should use it for their 
individual advantage. 


Strung efforts have been made to 


prevent profiteering. Out of this na- 
tional 
effort, the American people 


do not want to see a new crop 
of war millionaires. Neither do the 
American people wish to be held up 
by unreasonable demands by labor 
groups which happen to be in a 
position lo enforce demands. 


Nobody wants to see owners and 


managers of great plants operale those 
pl.-mts at a loss ,or sec them stripped 
:jf proper reserves or equipment that 
will enable them to meet peace-time 
demands after the emergency 
has 


passed. That would be short-sight- 
ed. 


Nobody wants lo sec labor caught 


without the ability to protect itself 
by proper means of keeping afloat 
on a life-preserver of better wages on 
the tide of price increases. 


For either to take deliberate ad- 


vantage of the need for arms in ord- 
er to enforce demands out of key 
with such a situalion is wilhoul ex- 
cuse. 


It is wrong for an employer to 


hold off from producing vital defense 
goods because he saw a chance lo 
pressure the 
government 
into 
al- 


lowing him an extra per cent of 
profit since his product was unique 
and badly needed. So it is wrong 
for a union leader lo put pressure 
on a vital defense plant for de- 
mands not so much concerned with 
maintaining the workers' standards 
as with some mailer of union poli- 
lics or administration. 


These arc times when, for the good 


of all, production of defense materials 
must come first. All arc entitled to, 
and should, protect themselves against 
undue and disproportionate hardship 
and sacrifice, but it is no time lo 
use the emergency for personal or 
group gains that are equally oul of 
proportion.

Russians Take 
Offensive at 


Two Points 


Possible Deadlock 
Hinted as Germans 
Make No Land 
Advance Claims

were reported Wednesday to have 
rolled back the German thrust to- 
ward Moscow and Leningrad. 


In this claimed resurgence of Red 


army power the Russians siiid 
they 


iiad retaken 22 villages in a 10-day 
30-mile counter thrust on the center 
of the main front 
before Moscow, 


destroyed an entire division of elite 
blackshiris of Hitler's infantry and 
driven the Germans back three miles 
from Leningrad. 


Na/.is Thrown Back 
Leningrad had been under n great 


threat, it was said. The German claim- 
ed Tuesday to have driven within 20 
miles of the city. While little was 
said of the nearness of Nazis forces 
lo Moscow it has been established 
that the Germans have passed beyond 
Smolensk to the Vyazma area about 
125 miles southwest of the capital. 


A strategically important and other- 


wise unidentified city was said to 
have fallen to the counter attack 
of the inspired Leningrad 
defend 


crs. 


While Leningrad forces were execut- 


ing a stroke under the command oi 
Marshall Voroshilov troops on the 
central front were wresting an impor- 
tant heights from the Germans ac- 
cording to accounts by the army 
newspaper Red Star and Pravda, or- 
gan of the Communist party. 


The central counter offensive was 


said to be pointed by Russia's own 
panzer forces which were credited 
with slicing through a German salent 
base. 


Deadlock Hinted 
Reflecting perhaps new difficulties 


encountered by the Germans Hitler's 
communique was barren of details on 
operations saying "successful fight- 
ing actions were now in progress."

Defense Shortage: College Boy-Friends Mother Plays 


no Favorites

WASHINGTON — The threatened 


disappearance of silk stockings, brass 
lipstick-holders and fancy perfumes 
are as nothing to Miss Co-ed beside 
the newest national 
defense 
crisis 


to loom in her life. 


There'll be a shortage of college 


hoy-friends this fall! 


Feminine competition will be keen 


on the campus for, while male stu- 
dents will be fewer, school authori- 
ties here report that many more girls 
than usual have enrolled in American 
colleges. 


Selective Service hasn't alone cut 


down the number of campus heroes— 
in fact, educational experts rate 
it 


only third among the causes. The 
main swing away from college is caus- 
ed by an open labor market which 
hires the boys with promises of fat 
defense pay checks. Voluntary enlist- 
ment apparently has stolen away the 
next largest number of college males. 
Then comes Selective Service. 


Defense Dollars Flow Into 
Girl's Education 
Keeping lots of draft-age boys in 


college is the Occupational Deferment 
provision of the Selective Service 
Act, which has 
continually 
been 


broadened in scope to include laddies 
studying for vital occupations. Chem- 
istry, engineering, medical sciences, 
geology, agriculture and veterinary 
skills are the main fields in which 
students'past freshman year are ex- 
empted from immediate service in- 
duction. Teacher-training, accountancy 
and business administration may soon 
be added. So, you see. colleges aren't 
as hard hit by the draft as antici- 
pated— and indeed some of the tech- 
nical schools are filled to overflow- 
ing. 


When it comes to figuring why there 


is such an upswing in the number 
of college girls, it boils down to a 
question of dollars and cents. More 
papas in defense jobs, more money 
for daughters' education. 
* The present college situation could 
he changed. Congress could lower the 
Selective Service minimum 
age-li- 


mit. The spreading of unemployment 
m non-defense industries could coun- 
teract the defense income boom. But 
right now that's how the collegiate 
picture stands. 


As to courses, there is a trend to- 


ward math and science and history.' 
There are the short courses in chemis- 
try, engineering and industrial mana- 
gement. Some girls' schools are in- 
troducing mechanics and nursing. But 
again and again the educational plan- 
ners urge: "Don't forget the long- 
range preparation which college alone 
.can give you for leadership in other 
important fields." They point out that 
economists and 
sociologists 
aren't 


trained in a month, and are becom- 
ing more and m^re important in the 
changing and dislocated war-world. 
So they hope the technical skills 
Won't monopolize too many of the in- 
tellectuals. 


High Schools Teach Many 
New Subjects 
There is a boom in the high-school j 


field. More teen-age students than 
ever before—a quarter of a million 


' more. Part of that is due to a higher 


national income. But most of it comes 
from the'big stirdes that have been 
made in the past year or two in voca- 
tional education. High schools aren't 
the dry, theoretical places they used 
to be. Besides the old stand-bys, sec- 
retarial courses and home economics, 
they have burst. forth with a new 
flock 
of subjects like preliminary 


radio and electrical training, weld- 
ing, mechanics—even basic aerodyna- 
mics. 


The N. Y. A.—National Youth Ad- 


ministration—has played an important 
part in helping a million and a half 
high-school and college students con- 
tinue their education 
by 
earning 


money at jobs related to school act- 
ivities. 


Contrasted to the teeming high- 


schools are the elementary schools, in 
which nearly 200,000 less pupils are 
expected to. enroll this year.

Insulation May Cut Surplus 
Biggest hope for use of surplus cot- 


ton, piled up by the wartime loss of 
the export market, is in the making 
of cotton insulation. The surface of 
this industry has just been scratch- 
ed, say the cotton engineers, who 


j found a way to fireproof cotton fibres 
so the won't ignite even under the 
flame of a 2000-degree blowtorch. Be- 
ing light in weight and not settling 


I under vibration, cotton insulation has 


I been found good for both airplane 
j cabins and refrigerator express cars. 
It is also being used as house insula- 
tion, and offers a potential for a post- 
defense-effort industry that may help 


i the south wade out from under its 
terrible cotton surplus. 


Experiments are going on to find 


other uses for the cotton surpluses, 
such as cotton covered plywoods, use 
of cotton as a reinforcing membrane 
for bituminous roads and airport run- 
ways, curing sheets for concrete roads 
shade for nursery seedlings and so 
on. 


If people could just tic persuaded 


to use these things, instead of doing 
them in the old-fashioned way, may- 
be this cotton surplus could be re- 
duced. But again, maybe it's all a 
good bit like the matter of cotton 
stockings.

Take the ordinary, everyday gunny- 


sack, for instance—burlap if you want 
to give it the proper name. Prac- 
tically all the burlap used in the 
United Stales is imported from India, 
and 80 per cent of the year's normal 
supply of 725 million yards is used 
for bagging farm products—potatoes, 
fertilizer, 
cotton bales and so on.

comes in, and all its research it, just 
starting to pay dividends in a con- 
structive way. 


In the Bag for Cotton 
Bags formerly made cf burlap, be- 


cause it was cheaper, will have to 
be made out of cotton even though 
the price of cotton is being permit- 
ted to rise while the price of bur- 
lap is pegged. 


In connection with cotton bale cov- 


erings, a curious sidelight: Cotton bal- 
es have always been wrapped in bur- 
lap because the 
burlap wrapping 


for a bale of cottoi, is 7':: pounds 
heavier than a cotion pattern wrap- 
ping would be, and cotton is bought 
and sold on a gross weight basis. 
Cotton growers, thinking they have 
been beating the buyers, have always 
figured they were selling that 7'.i Ibs. 
of cheap burlap at cotton prices. For 
that simple reason and no other it 
has been impossible io persuade tho 
tradition-bound 
cotton 
grower 
to 


change hi.s ways to the extent of us- 
ing a cotton wrapped bale. 


Naturally, the t-utlun buyers have 


known that this T'a pounds of extra 
burlap weight was there and have 
rigged their prices accordingly, but 
it lias been impossible to hell that 
idea in the south, even though the 
use of cotton pat tern wrappers for 
a crop of 12 million bales would have- 
helped consume another 130.000 bales 
of surplus cotton. 


Use of bale wrappers is only one 


of the new uses for cotton which have 
been worked out by the Department 
of Agriculture, largely through its 
Southern Regional Research Labora- 
tory at New Oi leans. And in many 
of these new uses, defense scarcities 
may force into use substitutes which 
logically should have been adopted

PICTURE COMPOSITION 


WANT-AD ROMANCE

Good arrangement makes this picture striking. A lev/ simple rules, 


wisely applied, will help you Improve your own snapshopts. 


A /tANY volumes have been written 
!'•*• on composition—some ot them 
excellent treatises on the subject— 
and there have been an untold num- 
ber of discussions of what makes a 
picture pictorial. U n f o r t u n a t e l y 
much of this material is so compli- 
cated and Involved that it frightens 
the average amateur. 


Generally speaking, the "compo- 


sition" of a picture is simply a 
pleasing arrangement—an arrange- 
ment that "feels" right and satis- 
fies the eye. in taking pictures, a 
little thought and common sense 
are better than a whole encyclope- 
dia of rules. 


Every picture subject is different, 


and no rule or set of rules can cover 
everything. When you choose a pic- 
ture subject, simply ask yourself— 
"What arrangement o£ this will be 
most pleasing in the print?" Visual- 
ize the possibilities, then arrange 
the parts of your picture so that 
thay carry out that idea. After that, 
simply frame your subject properly 
in the viewflnder, and release the 
shutter. 


In • pictorial composition, there 


are a tew basic points that, it re- 
membered, will aid anyone in mak- 
ing more attractive pictures. 


Have but one main or dominating 


center of interest. See that each 
plcturo tells only one story. The 
principal subject may bo flowers, 
one person or several, a nearby 
pond, or a distant mountain; but 
whatever it Is, give that subject 
proper prominence. 


Then there should bo objects of 


secondary importance, unless it is 
a closeup portrait. If the picture is 
a group of trees, a second group, a 
little farther away, will help toward 
balance. When people are in a pic- 
ture and the principal thing you 
u;ish to photograph is a distant 
mountain, have them look—not at 
the camera, but toward the moun- 
tain. 


Backgrounds too are important in 


composition. Be sure that no treo 
branches are apparently growing 
out of a person's head, or an un- 
covered trellis or clapboard house 
is used for a background. 


Organize the component parts of 


your pictures just as you would a 
room in your house. Spend a few 
extra minutes in planning, and 
work out the details before you 
shoot. It's not difficult — just ar- 
range your snapshots In the view- 
finder to please the eye, and you'H 
get better pictures.

Spcyer School Experiment 
The woman was Leta Hollingworth. 


She conducted the latest and best 
known experiment on the education 
of both gifted and slow-learning chil- 
dren at S'peycr School in New York. 
Its five-year test (in which the New 
York Board of Education and Colum- 
bia Teachers College linked hands) 
ended early in 1941.. more than a year 
after her death. 


Today 12 public schools of Great- 


er New York have classes for in- 
tellectually gifted children. Outstand- 
ing among them is Brooklyn's Public 
School 208, where 300 bright boys and 
girls in 10 classes take some educa- 
tional hurdles in advance of their 
years.
